Five Men, vis. Thomas- James Grundy, Foſeph Kemp, 
Benjamin Wileman, Fame Cluff, and John Pantry; and 
two Women, viz. Hannah Hartley, and Suſannah Fra- 
zier, were by the Jury found Guilty of capital Of- 
fences, and receiv'd Sentence of Death. 
Of them, Fames Cluff having been convicted upon 
a Special Verdict, after that he had been acquitted in | 
preceeding Seſſions, for the Murder of Mary Green, 
was executed on Friday the 25th of July laſt, for the 
ſaid Murder, at which Time his laſt Confeſſions were 
publiſh'd: Hannah Hartley, and Suſunnah Frazier, 
having pleaded their Bellies, and a Jury of Matrons 
being impannell'd, both of them were found Pregnant, 
and with Quick Child. ws 
The other Four, while under Sentence, were 1n- 
ſtructed in the fundamental Article of all Religion, how | 
that it is neceſſary for us to believe, that God 1s, and 
that he is a Rewarder of thoſe who diligently ſeek him. 
I ſhow'd them that it hath been always the Sentiment 
of all Men and Nations, that there is an infinite ſu- 
reme Being, whom we call God, who created and in 
is Providence preſerves all Things; and that this in 
nate perſnafion or inſtinct, could never by the utmoſt 
gigantick efforts of a few Sacrilegiouſly-wicked Men, 
be eras'd out of the minds of Mankind ; ye, that on 
the contrary, the Conſciences of thoſe ungodly Sin- 
ners never fail to fly in their own Faces, and to excite 
in their Beeaſts the infernal Torments even in this Life, 
decauſe of their daring attempts againſt God and Hea- 
| ven. Then J feriouſly prefs'd upon them to believe in 


and hearty Repentance for all their Sins, and particu- 
larly thoſe of a more heinous Nature, which (no doubt) 
perplex'd their Confciences, and in an eſpecial Man- 
ner, for the great Sin of Theft and Robbery, for 
which they were then ſuffering ſo much Shame and 
Sorrow, I advisd them to partake in Chrilfs Death 
and Sufterings, in the Blefled Sacrament of the Lord's 
| Supper, from thoſe Words, This do in Remembrance of 
me, St. Luke 22. 19. Oc. 5 | 
While theſe, and many ſuch exhortations were made 
uſe of, as they were in Chappel, they were attentive, 
and thoſe of them who could read made regular. Refpon- + 
ſes. Grundy who was young and inconſiderate, at ſome 
times did not ſeem to be duely affected in his Devoti- 
on. Wileman always behav'd himſelf modeſtly and ſe- 
rioully. Kemp was Sick almoſt the whole Time they 
were under Sentence, and for ſeveral Days he appear'd 
like unto one at the point of Death, and was ſo deaf 
that he could ſcarce Bar any thing ; when I viſited 
him, he defir'd me to Pray by him; and having re- 
covcr'd ſome ſhort time before his Death, he give regu- 
lar attendance in Chappel. While Vileman was Sick, 
he profeſt a deep Repentance, and earneſtly defir'd to 
receive the Sacrament. Pantry was Sick moſt of the 
Time, and behav'd himſelf with apparent Devotion, 
both in Publick and Private. CR OR 
Some Days before the Dead Warrant, came down to 
Newgate, ſome of their Friends who were allow'd to 
Viſit them, found means to convey to them ſome Im- 
pl-ments or Tools, fit for breaking the Priſon. This 
they attempted and ſucceeded ſo far, as to break . 
through the Ceiling and Brickwall of Fileman's and 
Kemp's Cells, and to make two large Holes above the 
Doors of the Cells; and in the Day time, when they 
had an opportunity in going from one Cell to another

31. the property of William Stokes, the gth of June 
laſt, receiv'd her Majeſty's moſt gracious Reprieve ; the 
remaining Three, viz. Thomas Fames Grundy, Toſeph 
Kemp,and BenjaminWildman,were order'd for Excution. 

Thomas James Grundy of Sr. Botolpb's Aldgate, was 
Indicted for Burglary, in breaking into the Houſe of 
Samuel Smith, in the Night Time, with an intent to 
Steal, on the 31ſt, of May laſt. 

The Proſecutor depos'd, that his Window was broke 
open between, the Hours of 11and 1 o Clock, and 
he being call'd up by the Neighbours, found the Pri- 
ſoner up his Chimney, ſtanding upon the Pole that the 
Pot-hangers were on. The Pritoner had nothing to ſay 
in his Defence, but that he was invited by one who 
ſaid that he lodg'd in the Houſe, to ſtay all Night with 
him, but that having let him in, his Friend went off, 
and he ſaw and knew him no more; this was look'd 
upon as a Newgate Plea, and the Jury found him Guilty 
of the Inditment. Death. 

Thoma: James Grundy, as he ſaid, about 18 Years 
of Age, deſcended of mean Parents, who were willing to 
have given him ſuch Education at School, as they were 
able, but from his Childhood, he was of ſo wicked and 
perverſe a Diſpoſition, that he would be taught nothing 
at all, which was the Occaſion of his being groſly Igno- 
rant of religious Principles, and by Conſequence, un- 
acquainted with Devotion, or any thing that's Good 
and Virtuous. He own'd, that there was not a more 
abandoned Wretch of his Age to be found, having 

wholly given himſelf up to the Devils Service, and to 
commit all Manner of Wickedneſs with Pleaſure. When 
he was fit for Bufineſs, his Father taught him his own 
Trade of Wezving, which he follow'd at ſome Times, 
when he pleas'd, but ſeldom was he found in ſo good 
a Diſpoſition: For he ſaid, that he could not remember 
when he commenc'd Thief, having been naturally of 
2 vile avaricious Temper, coveting every thing he ſaw, 
or could get his Fingers on. He began with picking 
and ſtealing all little things that came in his way, and 
when about 12 Years of Age, he apply'd himſelf to 
Houſe- breaking, which he follow'd cloſe for the 6 laſt 
Years of his Life. He did not break Houſes in Lon- 
don, but in Hampſiead, Highgate, Hackney, and other 
neighbouring Villages about the Town. He it was
